WASHINGTON. Jan. 19 .— a Ten- 
nessee congressman was consult- 
ing with imprisoned Catholic 
priests Philip and Daniel Berrigan 
on how to approach North Viet- 
nam's chief peace talks negotiator 
during the period a federal grand 
jury alleges they were participat- 
ing in a bombing- kidnap conspir- 
acy, The Los Angeles Times has 
learned. 

Rep. William R. Anderson con- 
firmed that he and Thomas F. 
Buck, a TV producer and peace 
movement figure, received advice 
from the Berrigans in September 
and then met in Paris with North 
Vietnamese delegate Xuan Thuy 
as the first step of a private effort 
on their part to obtain release of 
American prisoners of war. 

Mr. Anderson and Mr. Buck, in-' i 
terviewed jointly, said they feel 1 
free to. disclose the details of their ] 
Paris visit and their discussions i 
with the Berrigans because toe in- 1 
dictment of Philip Berrigan and 1 
five other persons Jan. 12 ended r 
whatever slim chance might have c 
remained for them to obtain a visa r 
to visit North Vietnam and appeal e 
lor the prisoners' release.

In conferring with Mr. Thuy, 
Mr. Anderson and Mr. Buck said 
they diseased general attitudes of 
peace and urged him to recom- 
mend that they be granted a visa. 
Mr. Anderson later transmitted a 
letter to Mr. Thuy from the Ber- 
rigans which commended Mr. An- 
derson and urged toe North Viet- 
namese to release prisoners as a 
peace gesture. 

Because Mr. Anderson Is a con- 


gressman, the Berrigans' letter was 
not censored by prison officials. 
Mr. Anderson, 49, a Democrat, is a 
soft-spoken, slow-talking Anna- 
polis graduate and former Navy 
captain who commanded the Nau- 
tilus, the first nuclear-powered 
submarine, on Its historic voyage 
under the polar Ice cap to the 
North Pole in 1958. He also served 
on the staffs of three secretaries 
of the Navy. 

A federal grand jury indicted 
Philip Berrigan, two other Cath- 
olic priests, a former priert. a nun 
and a Pakistani national on 
charges of conspiring to bomb un- 
derground heating pipes at five 
federal buildings here and to kid- 
nap presidential adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger. The indictment also 
named Daniel Berrigan, three 
nuns, a former priest and two 
other persons as co-courpirators, 
but did not indict them. 

The indictment accuses Fhilipof 
sending communications to further 
the plot from the federal prison in 
Lewis burg, Pennsylvania, to Sister 
Elizabeth McAlister, a nun who 
also was indicted. He subsequently 
was transferred to the federal cor- 
rectional institution at Danbury, 
Connecticut, where he and Ws 
brother are serving sentences for

U.S. Prescription Drug Study 
Finds 1 in 5 Fulfills Oaims 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (UPD.— A UJ5. government report 
said yesterday that only about' one out of live prescription drugs 
totally lives up to its rJaamed effectiveness and that one out of 
seven fails to meet any' of the manufacturer's claims. 

. The same study shows that only 4L7 percent of 2,752 drugs 
tested work as advertised, to relieve symptoms or cure diseases. 

The figures, representing toe final compilation of drug 
effectiveness studies begun in 1966, were reported to a special 
Senate subcommittee by Dr. Charles C. Edwards, head of the 
Food and Drug Administration. 

Dr. Edwards told , toe subcommittee that toe FDA is moving 
to clear. 245 ineffective drugs from the market and to require 
drug advertisements to carry government effectiveness ratings. 

The statues showed 245 drugs ineffective, (88 percent), 699 
possibly effective (25.4 percent), 341 probably effective (138 per-

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Inflation and World Trade 


The negotiations currently trader way be- 
tween the major petroleum companies, back- 
ed by their governments, and the primary 
oil-producing states of the world are of 
enormous importance because of the vital 
nature of the commodity involved. Both the 
buying and selling nations depend upon the 
outcome of the negotiations for the health 
of their economies, and the companies con- 
cerned^ although they have an acute profit 
interest in the transaction, are really agents 
for their consuming publics. 

Ideological differences among the produc- 
ing countries— notably those represented by 
the virtually confiscatory demands of Al- 
geria-rare only pallidly reflected among the 
consuming states. The return of France to 
a kind of consortium relationship with 
Britain, the Netherlands and the United 
States has troubled some Frenchmen who 
preferred President de Gaulle’s indepen- 
dence. But essentially ail of the Western 
powers have the same goal: the establish- 
ment of reasonably stable pricing and con- 
trol conditions in a region troubled by 
political ferment, on which the Western 
world counts for an overwhelming proportion 
of its petroleum end in which the Western 
European companies, along with those of 
the United States, have made great invest- 
ments of money and technological resources. 

The situation differs only in degree of 
urgency from the general relationship be- 
tween advanced countries and those which 
depend largely on the sale of their natural 
resources to sustain their economies. Ex- 
tractive industries, and agriculture, do not 
provide shorts cuts to national .wealth, 
especially when the extraction must be done 
by outside capital, and agricultural products 
add on the world market. Petroleum prod- 


ucts, in some places of sparse population 
such as the Arabian Gulf, axe exceptions to. 
the general rule, but even there invidious 
comparisons- may be leveled against the 
amount of wealth that is exported and that 
which remains behind. 

To fanatic nationalists (and to Commu- 
nists ) the easy answer may seem to reside 
in government seizure, with or without com- 
pensation. of extractive installations and 
land owned abroad. But this can be an il- 
lusion, as Bolivian tin miners and Cuban 
sugar workers have discovered. Apart from 
managing the seized properties, which is 
seldom easy, there is still the world market 
to contend with. And here one of the most 
important factors is the steady inflation of 
the costs of manufactured goods in the 
developed countries. Bolivians can't build a 
country, except in the most figurative sense, 
on their own tin. nor Cubans on sugar, nor 
Saudi Arabians on oil. These things are 
media of exchange, and if tin, or sugar, or 
petroleum prices fall In relation to the 
mounting cost of manufactured goods, the 
seller of commodities loses. 

This is an argument for the control of 
Inflation among the industrial states. A 
world in which the rich nations grow richer 
and the poor poorer is ah unhappy world 
for all But barring that, consummation so 
devoutly to be wished, some built-in protec- 
tion for the seller of natural resources Is 
desirable. Such a device, in the form of an- 
nual price adjustments, based on the appre- 
ciation of the dollar, has been introduced, 
for the first time into the petroleum negotia- 
tions. It may be overlooked by the public 
in the confusion, of other, more dramatic, 
issues. But it Is a realistic approach to the 
haunting question of the terms of trade that 
deserves greater attention by all concerned.

Tbe Real Stakes in Cambodia 


Is it really in the administration's own 
interest to convey the impression that It is 
cheating in Cambodia? Not one month ago 
the secretary of state solemnly affirmed 
that American "programs, policies and In- 
tentions’’ concerning Cambodia "In no way 
conflict” with the Senate's determination 
that the American military role in Cam- 
bodia be a limited one. That determination 
was elaborated in the Cooper-Church 
amendment to the supplementary foreign 
aid bllL By specifying to December that 
funds could not be used for American ground 
forces or military advisers, the Senate had 
thought It was, with administration consent, 
abutting off' the principal avenues down 
which a larger American tovolvement/com- 
, mltznent to Cambodia might roll. 

Yet here we are to January watching the 
administration carefully trundle out an op- 
tion to use American helicopters to take 
South Vietnamese troops into, combat to 
Cambodia. Tbe aeserted right to conduct 
air •‘interdiction,*’ supposedly to prevent 
Vietnam-bound men and supplies from mov- 
ing across Cambodia (and Laos), is being 
progressively applied so as to permit opera- 
tions by Just about any kind of aircraft 
(B~52s, fighters ana now helicopter g un- 
ships) for Just about any kind of mission— 
including close air support of CfttoMdian 
ground units. Meanwhile the Associated 
Press makes the alarming report that some 
Americans, described as "liaison personnel,” 
apparently are attached to some cathbodlftti 
units. 

It is indiscreet^ not to say provocative, fof 
the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to remark about the grime hips used to Cam- 
bodia that "if helicopter guhships are requir- 
ed, they will be used.” Nonetheless, at this 
point to the war it should not be surprising 
or particularly dismaying that the Pentagon 
is straining to make the most permissive 
and self-liberating reading of administra- 
tion policy. In Cambodia as In Vietnam, the 
military has been given a task for which 
neither Its traditions nor its resources nor 
its nerves nor its orders well suit it. Given 
this frustration, it Is only to be expected 
that the military should be champing at the 
bit.

LONDON. Jflh. 19 (NYT).— The 
financial affairs of the Beatles are 
in “an appalling state" and “there; 
probably is not enough in the kitty 
to meet" tax liabilities, counsel for 
Paul McCartney said today. 

McCartney is seeking permission 
from the High Court to dissolve his 
partnership with John Lennon, 
George Harrison and Ringo Starr 
and to wind up the quartet's 

fin^nrria.1 affairs. 

Today's hearing was adjourned 
after counsel for the other three 
Beatles, named as defendants in 
the suit, agreed to deposit money 
due to the partnership into an ac- 
count jointly held by attorneys for 
the two sides pending a full hearing 
in about a month. 

David Hirst, counsel for McCart- 
ney, said that the three main rea- 
sons his client wanted to dissolve 
the partnership were that the 
Beatles had long ceased perfo rmin g 
together as a group, that be had 
never been given audited accounts 
In the last four years and because 
he objected to the appointment of 
Allen Klein, a New Yorker, as the 
partnership's business manager. 

Mr. Klein took over management 
of the Beaties' finances- after the 
death of their discoverer and 
manager, Brian Epstein, In August, 
1967. 

Mr. Hirst said that Mr. Klein, 
whom he described as “a man of 


bad commercial reputation," had 
instructed accountants not to give 
McCartney Information about the 
group's financial affairs. "Until 
8:15 pm. yesterday the only ac- 
counts we had received of the 
partnership were drift accounts 
for the 16 months up to March 31, 
1968,” be told the court 

In the draft accounts received 
yesterday, Mr. Hirst said, the to- 
tal sum credited to the four 
Beatles - up to Dec. 31. 1976, was 
about $1.8 mnumy of which about 
$ 1.6 million was owed in income 
tax. “Over and above that . . . 
the four Beatles must, on a con- 
servative estimate, be liable for 
at least half a milli on pounds 
[$1.2 million] surtax," Mr. Hirst 
added. 

Mr. Hirst said he had no Infor- 
mation an the accounts of Apple 
Corps. Ltd., the company set up 
by the (Beatles in 1967 to handle 
their affairs. “But It Is manifest 
that Apple Corps must owe very 
large sums in corporation tax, be 
added. 


| McCartney also contended, Mr. 
Hirst told the court, that unless 
the partnership was dissolved, his 
artistic freedom would be inter- 
fered with. 

[Mr. Klein later denied the al- 
legations, the Associated Press re- 
ported. “X categorically deny that 
the Beatles’s finances are in an 
‘appalling state' and wish to make 
it dear that the partnership is 
solvent and has more than suffi- 
cient net current assets to meet 
all income tax and surtax liability,'’ 
he said. 

[Mr. Klein said the other three

Austria, which earns most of 
its income from tourist traffic, 
needs skiing victories to attract 
winter tourists. 

Since Sailer's retirement, 
Schranz has safeguarded Aus- 
tria’s racing reputation, but his 
hopes of retaining the World 
Cup have been killed by ad- 
vancing years and too powerful 
opposition. 

Austria’s decline certainly is 
not caused by lack of money. 
Hopplchler received 5,000,000 
schillings ($200,000)— the same 
amount provided the UJ5. team 
— to finance training camps 
the racing program. 

Experts have cited three main 
reasons for Austria’s lack of 
success on the slopes: 

• The influence of ski manu- 
facturers. who have different 
ideas about the coaching qf 
their racers: 

• The presence of aging stars 
like Schranz and others who 
block the- advance of new- 
comers. 

• The lack of training on Ice 
in a season when most of the 
World Cup races have been held 

!• on icy slopes. 

To reduce the influence of 
the manufacturers, Klee ad- 
vocates a pool aimed at provid- 
ing one common racing ski for 
all Austrians, Instead, of the 
present set-up. where three or 
' Johr; firms T provide - different 
material to their, men. 

Of the current squad, only 
Cor din and Sepp ..Loldl ..use 
metal downhill skis— the kind 
used by nearly all' international 
downhillers. The rest are con- 
tracted to race an non-metal 
skis. 

“I am not saying Schranz 
would win on metal," Klee said, 
“but at least he should be al- 
lowed to try a different -mate- 
rial so we can see the difference 
for ourselves.” 

“AH these problems will be 
discussed at Kltsbuehel where 
we hope to set the pace for 
our future as a ski-racing coun- 
try," Klee said.

Fragment of the ' Odyssey 9 From the 3d Century BC 


TyEW YORK «NYT). — A grad- 
^ uate student at Columbia 
University has rediscovered one 
of the oldest written fragments 
of Homer's -Odyssey." 1 dating 
back to the third century BC. 

The scrap of papyrus, which 
measures 2 by 3 inches, had 
lain for 50 years wrapped in old 
brown tissue paper in a musty 
room on the sixth floor of the 
university's Butler Library. 

“It Is an outstanding find,” 
said Dr. William H. Willis, pro- 
fessor of Greek at Duke Uni- 
versity and oue of the leading 
papyrologists in the country, 

Tt may be from an edition of 
the 'Odyssey' used in schools at 
that time. Every young man 
who went to high school in the 
third century BC had to learn 
the 'Odyssey/" The epic poem 
was originally composed as a 
song in approximately 850 BC. 

The tiny light-brown scrap of 
cellulose is important not only 
because of its age, said Dr. 
Willis, but because it is one of 
the few pieces in existence which 
offer new readings of the epic. 

“There Is a slight change in 
the meaning,” said Lawrence 
Feinberg. the graduate student. 
Thus instead of reading. "'I 
Zeus’, have struck, will lay their 
ship low in the wine-dark sea.” 
the meaning changes to “«I. 
Zeus i. will smash to pieces their 
ship In the wine-dark sea.” 
Homeric scholars still must de- 


cide which is the more authentic 
reading. 

Gabriel C. Austin, head of the 
book department of Parke- 
Bernefc galleries, when asked to 
estimate the value of such a 
fragment said: “Tt is impossible 
to put a price on the piece. It 
Is like finding a page of the 
manuscript of ‘Hamlet.’ " 

Mr. Peinberg, who has a 
master's degree in Greek and 
Latin and is one of only 40 
working papyrologists in the 
world, was hired by Columbia in 
1968 to assort and preserve more 
than 1,000 papyrus and vellum 
fragments that the university 
had acquired from Egyptian 
dealers since the turn of the 
century. 

Mr. Petnberg said he was “ex- 
tremely elated" when he realiz- 
ed last April what the papyrus 
was. 

The fragment, which is now 
on exhibition in an obscure 
comer of the Low Library, con- 
tains lines 382-390 of Book 12, 
In which the sun god complains 
to Zeus that Odysseus and his 
men slaughtered some of his 
cattle which they sailed from 
Troy back to Ithaca. 

Mr. Feinberg said the papyrus 
contains several Greek words 
used in different ways than in 
present manuscripts. Modem 
editions ol the “Odyssey” are 
derived from the work of Aris- 
tarchus, the librarian of Alex- 


andria. who worked In the sec- 
ond century BC to standardize 
variants of the poem that were 
circulating at that time. 

Mr. Peinberg explained that 
he came across the "Odyssey" 
fragment during several days of 
hunting for a literary script 
among the thousands of pieces 
he had to work with. 

‘‘Then Z saw a script that was 
unmistakably from the third 
century BC'." he said, “and at 
che same time I noticed words 
mortal men,’ which is a poetic 
phrase found mostly in Homer 
and his contemporary, Hesiod." 

"But you would go out of 
your mind looking up every 
case of the phrase ‘mortal men,’ ” 
be said. “In Homer alone It 
seems to occur hundreds of 
times. But I also had a word 
meaning T will smash.’ This Is a 
Homeric word which only oc- 
curs nine times in the poet's 
works. Yet I couldn’t cross-ref- 
erence any of these cases with 
the cases for the phrase ‘mor- 
tal men/ That threw me for a 
while." 

Mr. Peinberg explained - he 
then saw the rarely used word 
•Hermes" at the bottom of the 
fragment. He checked on the 
references to “Hermes” in Ho- 
mer. found the exact line 
he was looking for. 

■Then everything clicked into 
place,” he said. 

Mr. Peinberg began his work

Many of this papyri that Co- 
lumbia owns were obtained in 
the early 1920s when a group 
of institutions, including Co- 
lombia, the University of 
Michigan, Yale.
